Dear Mr* Dulles* 

The transmission of the memorandum by the Executive 
Secretary of the national Security Council on the transmittal of 
Information to the IAC Watch Committee, in reference to WSC 
Action 1195“® raises a question as to the sort of information that 
the Office of Defense Mobilisation and its agencies should bring 
to the attention of the IAC Watch Committee. 

In general terms we are, of course, familiar with the 
duties of that Committee in accordance with terms of reference of 
the Vateh Committee as laid down by you or May 11. On the other 
hand, many of the component parts of the Offiee of Defense Mobili- 
sation which might be able to produce useful information would be 
unaware of what to be on the look-out for and whether or not it 
would bo useful for the Watch Committee to send it on for screen- 
ing and assessment. 

If you tMoW there is any sort of a useful indlo&ilen 
that I could give to those Assistant Directors of the Office of 
Defense Mobilisation who are dealing, for instance, with telecom- 
munications, materials, and the like, I should be very glad to have 
your guidance, 

I should also bo glad to have any guidance that you may 
wish to give ms with respeot to how far down the line in the organ- 
isation, like the Offiee of Defense Mobilisation, ■need-to-know" 
principle should apply in informing members of their staffs about 
the existence of the Watch Committee and its functions. 

May X suggest that in the matters of East-West trade 
direct channels should be established with Assistant Secretary 
Samuel W, Anderson of the Department of Commerce for matters that 
would originate in his area. 
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I da not, myself , anticipate that there will be any large 
volume of material that should be developed by the Office of Defense 
Mobilisation for transmission to the tfateh Committee but X am a 
little uncertain as to vhat tout own policy guidance in the matter 
is as to what would be considered useful and relevant information, 
sinoe we are not an agency which in the normal course of events 
has any particular intelligence functions.
